Auto Travel Into State Shows 
17 Per Cent Increase For 
First Six Months Of Year

SAN FRANCISCO (lP)}—An army of 
travelers today was moving over the 
highways, railroads, seas and airlanes 
of Western America. 


According to travel authorities, the 
migration which began last spring was 
. nearing its peak, and there were indi- 
cations that aut and air travel this 
» year will shatter all previous records. 
The year 1920 marked the all-time 
» high point in rail travel in America. 
The year 1929 stands second. The first 
~ six months of 1937 showed a 15 per 
cent increase over a Similar period in 
1936, a 35 per cent increase over 1935, | 
and a 52 per cent gain over the lowest | 
year, 1933. 


Rail officials said that up to 1920, 
automobile touring was limited with | 
the largest number of travelers going 
by trains. After that year the great 
road building programs of the scenic | 
states were inaugurated. 


Speed-up programs of the rail lines, 
however, have drawn thousands of per- 
sons who might have been tempted to | 


motor. 

Exceptionally large this year on the 
western lines is “group travel.” Both 
the Southern Pacific and the Santa Fe 
said this form of vacationing has in- 
creasingly popular. 

Highway travel, however, has created | 
the greatest army of western travelers 
ever Known. 

During the first six months of this | 
year 488,077 automobiles from other | 
states entered California. It repre- | 
sented an increase of more than 17 per | 
cent over the first six months of 1936. ! 

Through cities in the southern part | 
of California 305,245 cars entered the 
state, and in the northern cities the 
total of cars to enter from other states , 
was 182,245. |

/AMERICANS ADVISED TO FLEE 
INTERIOR OF CHINA AND 
GATHER AT TSINGTAQ

SHANGHAI (lp—American consular 
authorities today advised all -Ameri- 
cans to leave the interior of Shantung 
province, and go to the coast. 

It was suggested that American citi- 
zens concentrate -at Tsingtao, where 
United States warships are assembling. 

Previously, Americans in Shantung— 
a danger spot because it lies between 
the Shanghai-Nanking district and the 
Tientsin-Peiping war area—had been 
advised to leave more remote points 
and go either to Tsingtao or to Tsin- 
anfu, 200 miles inland. 

But as the danger of real war be- 
tween Japan and China became more 
acute, Americam consular autharities 
at Tsinanfu today urged that Tsingtao 
alone be made the concentration point, 
thus clearing the entire inland country 
of Americans. 

The probability ;was foreseen that if 
formal war started, the Japanese 
would attempt a landing at Tsingtao, 
which is of great strategic value. 

However, the fact that American war- 
ships are there was the deciding fac- 
tor.

As in the past, the 
service has worked with agriculturists 
in all parts of the state in securing

“Crops over the state which will be 
ready for harvest in the near future,”

crops will require that many thousand 
harvest hands be directed to those 
areas where they are needed.

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QUALITY FRUITS 
BRING RETURNS 


Buyers Favor Standardized. 
Brands, State Inspector 
Finds In Market Survey 


SACRAMENTO—Quality fruit, well 
packed, honestly marked and delivered 
in first class condition brings higher 
prices in eastern markets than fruit. 
of doubtful quality, badly packed, dis- 
honestly marked and delivered in poor 
condition. 

Buyers are fully aware of the tricks 
and devices sometimes employed to 
deceive them as to the conditions and 
quality of fruits offered for sale but 
once a brand has been established over 
a satisfactory period on a basis of high 
quality and uniform packing, buyers 
readily accept fruit of that brand 
practically at face value. 

Those are among the more import- 
ant of conclusions reached by H. W. 
Poulsen, assistant chief of the Bureau 
of Fruit and Vegetable Standardiza- 
tion, California Department of Agri- 
culture, who has just returned from a 
survey of California fruits arriving in 
eastern markets. 

Inspecting fruit shipped from Cali- 
fornia and arriving in Pittsburgh, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia and New York, the 
California official made a special point 
to determine if California fruit was ar- 
riving in first class condition. 

Buyers and representatives of fruit 
auctions told him, Mr. Paulson said, 
that California fruit shipped to them 
had shown less damage than had been 
the case in former years. | 

“Enforcement of the fruit standard- 
ization laws may have appeared very 
strict at home,” said Paulson, ‘‘espec-

DO NOT TELL AGE OF RATTLER, AVERS EXPERT IN 


NEW YORK MOUNTAIN PARK

FORT MONTGOMERY, N. Y. (P— 
Three outstanding features betray 
poisonous reptiles the world over, ac- 
cording to Kenneth Lewis, of the 
Trailside Museum in Bear Mountain 
Park. 

Contrary to popular belief, Lewis ex- 
plained, deadly snakes don’t always 
have triangular heads and _ heavy 
bodies. ‘They do always have a dis- 
tinctive pit between eye and nostril; 
fangs; and vertical or cat’s eyes. 

“You can’t tell the age of a rattler 
by the number of rattles on its tail,” 
Lewis continued, thereby laying low 
another adage. 

“A rattler grows two or three rattles 
a year,” he pointed out, “but the ends 
snap off so that he rarely has more 
than 14 at a time. 

“If you find one with 20 or so you 


can depend on it that someone has | 


caught the snake and snapped on 


some extra rattles.” 


Lewis announced that one should | 


not “jump to the conclusion you have 
been bitten by a rattler because you 
heard a noise before the snake struck.” 

“Other reptiles often make a similar 
sound when excited or about to strike,” 
he said. “They move their tails rap- 
idly, much like an angry cat, and in

that of their poisonous brothers. On 
the other hand, a rattlesnake does not 
always rattle its tail before striking.”

TEST FLIGHTS START SOON ON 
GERMAN TRANS-ATLANTIC 
AERIAL ROUTE

BERLIN (W)—In eStablishing a reg- 

ular air mail service over the North 
Atlantic, Germany will apply methods 
differing in many respects from those 
adopted by other nations. 

One of the distinctive features of 
the German service will be the use of 
the ‘floating airports’’ Friesenland 
and Schwabenland, anchored off the 
Azores and Port Washington, respec- 
tively. 

In an interview with the United 
Press, Baron Carl August von Gablenz, 
director of the Lufthansa, explained 
the advantages of these floating air- 
ports as follows: 

“We believe that it is safer to use 
flying boats on a trans-ocean route. 
However, it is sometimes difficult for 
flying boats to take off in rough seas. 
We avoid this difficulty by using our 
floating airports from where the flying 


boat can be easily catapulted in any | 


sort of weather. Moreover, of course, 
the floating bases serve as refueling 
and repair stations.”

country is to take a car with you,” de- 
clared Schacht. 


“People in Germany seem to feel that 
Hitler is an improvement over what 
they had immediately before he came 
to power. Lawlessness was rampant 
and Hitler has curbed that. 


“The people seem to be content to 
let the dictator run things. They are 
content to look to the state for almost 
everything. 

“Everything is under state control. 
One farmer explained to us that he 
raised flax among other crops. He 
raised the flax at a loss but Hitler had 
ordered him to raise flax and raise 
flax he did.” 


Schacht reports he found the people 
in one country a little nervous over 
developments in the neighboring coun- 
try.
